STANDARD PROGRAM FOR EXHIBITING AND JUDGING 

»**»*•* 

This Program sets forth Standard Rules and Procedures for the entire 
spectrum of numismatic exhibit presentation and judging thereof at ANA 
Conventions. Any modifications required to accommodate a particular 
Convention will be attached hereto as Enclosure No. 1. 

Particular dates and times for the whole spectrum covered by this Program 
at each specific ANA Convention will be set forth in a schedule to be 
mailed to each applicant as soon as it is available. 

Separate Parts for Exhibit Rules and Judging Procedures are presented here, 
including a copy of the Judges’ Rating Sheet, Enclosure No. 3« All 
exhibitors, exhibit judges and staff, exhibit chairman and committee 
personnel, and members of the ANA Committee for Exhibits and Exhibit Awards 
shall be furnished copies of this Standard Program. All personnel 
concerned shall adhere strictly to the provisions of the Program. 

This Program is under the control and direction of the American Numismatic 
Association, which reserves to itself the right to accept or reject any 
offered exhibit or exhibit at any time. Offered exhibits will be accepted 
only upon receipt and approval of the official application form, Enclosure 
No. 4, filled in completely and properly, and submitted to the Exhibit 
Chairman for the specific Convention not later than July 20, 1982. 


PART I - EXHIBIT RULES 

1. Exhibits will be divided into three (3) groups. 

A. Competitive Exhibits , limited to members of the American Numismatic 
Association eighteen (18) years of age or over. 

B. Non-Competitive Exhibits , limited to members of the American 
Numismatic Association and to those invited to exhibit ix thfl AHA 
President . General Chairman of the convention or the Exhibit 
Chairman . 

C. Competitive Junior Exhibits , limited to members of the American 
Numismatic Association under eighteen (18) years of age. 

2. Each of the groups will be kept in separate exhibit areas. 

A. No exhibit entered under one group may be displayed with an exhibit 
in another group. 

B. No one exhibit may be entered in more than one group. 

C. No exhibitor may enter more than one (1) exhibit per 
classification, or more than two (2) exhibits in Group A or C. 

D. Eaoh exhibitor must file a separate application for each exhibit, 
designating the classification. 

E. The Exhibit Chairman, after conference with the exhibitor, may 
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transfer an exhibit from one classification to another before 
judging if it appears that exhibitor has not entered his exhibit in 
the proper class. 

3. American Numismatic Association officers, elected and appointed, ANA 
headquarters staff members, the General Chairman, Exhibit Chairman, the 
ANA Committeeman for Exhibits and Exhibit Awards, and the Chief Judge 
and Assistant Chief Judges shall not be allowed to enter exhibits in 
Group A or Group C. An individual who sponsors an award may not enter 
an exhibit in that class. 

4. Forged, spurious or counterfeit material, copies or replicas may not be 
displayed unless each such item is described as such in the exhibit and 
unless such items are displayed for educational purposes. No such item 
shall be displayed in violation of United States Government 
regulations. Intentional or unintentional violations of this paragraph 
shall result in total disqualification of the exhibit. 

5. No exhibit shall contain any advertising of items therein for sale, nor 
any statement as to price or value. The name or identity of any 
competitive exhibitor shall not appear in the exhibit. All exhibited 
material shown must be the personal property of the exhibitor. An 
exhibitor in Group A and C must place his own exhibit. Competitive 
exhibitors will not be permitted to attend their exhibits during 
judging. 

6. Exhibitors who have presented an exhibit in previous ANA Conventions 
resulting in a Best-of-Show Award at a Convention or a First Place 
Award at a Convention, may not enter such exhibit or a substantially 
similar exhibit in competition. But they may enter a new exhibit in 
competition completely changed in nature from the winning exhibit, even 
though it is entered in the same class and includes numismatic material 
presented in the prior winning exhibit. The change or changes in the 
subsequent exhibit must be explained in strict accordance with the 
requirement stated on the exhibit application. An unchanged 
prior-winning exhibit may be exhibited in Group B. 

7. Applications for exhibit space should reach the Exhibit Chairman, named 
in Enclosure No. 1, not later than July 20, 1982. 

8. Exhibit oases and panels will be provided to exhibitors for use at the 
Convention . 

A. Cases 

1) No competitive exhibitor will be allowed to use more than 7 
cases. No one exhibit shall consist of more than 5 cases, 
except those in the paper money classes, Classes 1, 4 and 9, 
and when paper money comprises the exhibit, Classes 13, 15, 16, 
17, and 18, which may utilize 6 cases. The allowance of an 
additional case for paper money exhibits is due to the fact 
less paper money can be exhibited in a case than can coins. 

2) The ir side dimensions of ANA cases are: 30" x 18" x 1"; Case 

locks are centered and protrude 1" into the case. 

3) Exhibitors may provide their own oases, provided they comply 
with the terms set out below. If the exhibitor uses his own 
oases in competition, no one exhibit shall exceed 3»800 square

inches of table surface space; or in the case of paper money, 
as set out in paragraph 1) above, no more than 4,500 square 
inches. No exhibitor with more than one exhibit (limit two 
exhibits) will be allowed more than 4,500 inches in total. 

4) A paper money exhibitor may utilize no more than 3 cases and 1 
pane 1 . 

5) No object or sign may be placed by an exhibitor outside of the 
cases of an exhibit. 

6) All cases must lie flat on the tables provided, either 
horizontal the long way (preferred) or vertical. True vertical 
display by an exhibitor is limited by available wall space, and 
is only permitted by prior specific arrangement with the 
Exhibit Chairman. 

B. Panels. 

1) A limited number of ANA panels, 3' wide and 4* high, are 
available for paper exhibiting. 

2) No one paper exhibit shall consist of more than 2 panels (24 
square feet) , and no one paper exhibitor will be allowed a 
total of more than 2 panels (24 square feet). 

3) If a paper money exhibitor chooses to utilize 1 panel (12 
square feet), then he is limited to no more than 3 cases for 
additional paper money exhibit(s). 

4) No object or sign may be placed by an exhibitor outside of the 
pane 1 ( s ) . 

C. Information Pertaining to Cases and Panels. 

1) No electrical outlets of any kind will be provided. 

2) Exhibits of material not capable of being presented in the 
usual cases or panels will be permitted only upon prior and 
specific arrangement with the Exhibit Chairman, and subject to 
the prior specific concurrence of the ANA Committeeman for 
Exhibits and Exhibit Awards. 

9. Exhibit rooms will be open for the placement and removal of exhibits as 
set forth in Enclosure No. 2. All exhibitors must pre-register for the 
Convention in order to receive the Convention badge and photo I.D. 
badge required for admission to the exhibit area at times when the 
general public is not admitted. 

10. Exhibit rooms will be open to the general public as set forth in the 
Schedule of Events. 

11. The Exhibit Chairman will keep a full and complete record of all 
exhibits, showing the name of each exhibitor, class, the number of his 
exhibit, the number of cases or panels used, and convention residence 
of each exhibitor. Names of exhibitors shall not be disclosed until 
the judges have made their reports to the Chief Judge, and all reports 
have been finalized, and Best-of-Show selected. Group C winners, 
except Junior Best-of-Show, may be released to the ANA Committeeman for 
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Young Numismatists on 
the Exhibit Chairman, 
the Exhibit Chairman.

A small exhibit identification label showing the number of exhibitor, 
number of cases or panels, group and class in which the exhibit is 
entered, will be affixed to each case or panel of the exhibit, 
preferably at the upper left corner. Each ANA exhibit case or panel 
will be locked by the Exhibit Chairman or his Assistant in the presence 
of the exhibitor and will be sealed. The keys will be kept by the 
Exhibit Chairman until the exhibit is removed by the exhibitor.

PART II - .TUDGING PROCEDURES 


1. Administration 

The President of ANA in consultation with the ANA Exhibits and Exhibit 
Award Committeeman shall, at least 250 days prior to the opening of the 
convention, select a Chief Judge to oversee all aspects of judging. 

The Chief Judge shall select Assistant Chief Judges as necessary. 

The Chief Judge and the Assistant Chief Judges should be recognized for 
their impartial viewpoint and fairness. At the time of serving they 
must not be encumbered with other ANA convention duties. None may so 
serve if members of their immediate family are competitive exhibitors 
at the current convention. 

2. Selection of Exhibit Judges 

Selection of Exhibit Judges must be made by the Chief Judge at least 60 
days prior to the opening day of the convention. The Exhibit Judges 
should be selected with specific standards in mind, such as the 
following items: 

Some Attitudes and Abilities of. Succ . e .a. s f U l — J . Uflge . 8 

A. Openmindedness - That quality or attitude which is unencumbered by 
fixed opinions - such as an idea that no exhibit should receive 
full rating points on any standard, or that exhibits should be 
rated low. Each judge should keep in mind that every exhibitor 
should be given all the points he deserves, but no more. 

B. A thorough knowledge of the catagory which he is requested to 
judge. 

C. Willingness to listen to the opinions of others. 

D. A humility toward the task of judging, with a willingness to ask 
for assistance when there is any question as to the appropriate 
decision. 

E. An obligation to explain his rating when an error, obvious or 
otherwise, has been made. 

The Chief Judge shall use a list of ANA Exhibit Judges maintained by 
ANA from which to select judges for the current Convention. As 
required, the Chief Judge may select others, keeping in mind paragraphs 
A-F above. 

There shall be a minimum of three judges for each class. When needed 
or appropriate, a judge may rate exhibits in more than one class. No 
judge may rate exhibits in any class in which he is exhibiting. 
Standby judges may also be selected. 
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The Chief Judge will dispatch a letter to prospective Exhibit Judges in 
early February preceding the convention. He will log carefully replies 
received and by the middle of June will notify those who have indicated 
availability as Exhibit Judges as to prospective class assignments and 
will also assign judge's numbers. Those who cannot accept an 
assignment or wish to request an alternate assignment will so notify 
the Chief Judge at the earliest practicable date. 


3. Instruction of Judges 

A meeting of all judges will be held as set forth in the Schedule of 
Events which will be mailed to each judge when it becomes available. 
This mandatory meeting is for the purpose of making specific 
assignments, after review and explanation of exhibiting and judging 
procedures. All judges must have a photo I.D. badge, so that judging 
may be carried on both early and late. 


4. The Judging Process 


A. Each judge must be careful to follow judging procedures and carry 
out the instructions and interpretations presented at the judges' 
meeting. Judges may perform their tasks independently, and there 
may be comparison of grades or discussion between judges concerning 
specific items or total grades during the judging process. 


B. Any questions which arise should be directed to the Chief Judge. 
If specific information on any point is needed, standard reference 
books or recognized experts in attendance at the convention shall 
be consulted. 


C. Judges are expected to read all the information presented in the 
exhibit before arriving at a conclusion about an exhibit. 

D. In any case where it is considered necessary, the judges shall have 
the right to remove material from an exhibit case or panel for the 
purpose of closer examination, when the exhibitor is present as 
agreed in the Exhibit Application. Such removal must also be made 
in the presence of the Exhibit Chairman and the Chief Judge or his 
assistant . 


E. Judges shall, upon completion of all judging in any class, discuss 
objectively among themselves the relative standings each has given 
the respective exhibits. Judges may at this time make such changes 
in ratings as they deem necessary. 

F. The deadline for turning in Judging Rating Sheets to the Chief 
Judge will be stated in the Schedule of Events. 

G. As each judge turns In his completed rating sheets to the Chief 
Judge, this official or his assistant shall keep the ratings in 
each class together and cause them to be audited for accuracy of 
addition. The Chief Judge shall then cause the ratings to be 
entered on the official ANA Exhibit Judging Record Sheet, which 
will show a side by side comparison of points respectively awarded 
by the three judges for each exhibit standard (hereinafter set 
forth) to each exhibitor in each exhibit class. 

H. A Review Committee, consisting of the Chief Judge and the Assistant 
Chief Judges will then review the Exhibit Judging Record Sheet for

Exhibitors Rating Sheets, as received from the Chief Judge, shall be 

given to individual exhibitors by the Exhibit Chairman upon oral

Review Process 

A An exhibitor may submit a written statement in duplicate to the 

Chief Judge, through the Exhibit Chairman, as to any supposed error 
therein within a time period established by him. The Exhibit 
Chairman will provide standard forms to those who desire review and 
will post these times in the exhibit hall. Only standard forms 
provided by the Chief Judge will be used. Such statement will be 
reviewed in the same manner as in paragraph 4H above. Personal 
presentation by an exhibitor will not be allowed. 


B. After any review pursuant to paragraphs 4H or 6A above, such rev ew 
committee may correct any error in the ratings of any Exhibit Judge 
without the latter’s concurrence, or replace him with a substitute 
Exhibit Judge for the purpose of rating all exhibits in that class. 
Exhibitors who file Requests for Review are reminded points may be 
taken away as well as granted. 

Awards — Group A 

A. Awards for exhibits will be made by the American Numismatic 
Association in accordance with the procedures approved by its Board 
of Governors. 

B. First, second, and third place awards ordinarily shall be given for 
each competitive class. The Chief Judge, however, has the 
authority to withhold awards in any class where exhibits are deemed 
insufficient or unworthy of an award. 

C. An exhibit must earn an average of at least sixty-five (65) scoring 
points to merit an award. 

D. Only first place award winners in any class in Group A will be 
eligible for the Howland Wood Best-of-Show Award. 


E. All exhibitors, including noncompetitive, and judges shall receive 
a suitable medal or plaque for their participation. Except for the

OF THE 

AMERICAN NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION 

Membership in the American Numismatic Association is a 
privilege extended to those persons and organizations deemed 
worthy thereof and is not a matter of right. Such membership 
can be maintained only until the Board of Governors deter- 
mines that the conduct of a member has been such that, in 
the best interest of the Association, his membership should 
be terminated. 

For the guidance of its members, this Code of Ethics has 
been duly adopted by the Board of Governors under the 
authority vested in it by the Federal Charter and the by-laws 
of the Association. A breach thereof by any member reflects, 
directly or indirectly, upon all other members. Such a breach 
shall be considered conduct prejudicial to the welfare of the 
Association and cause for action by the Board of Governors. 

As a member of American Numismatic Association: 

I agree to support and be governed by the Federal Charter 
and the by-laws of the Association, and such rules, policies 
and regulations as may be in force from time to time;

Gentlemen : 

I have read in Coin World issue of June 30th the reportof discussions about problems 
arising from grading by ANACS before a round table meeting of the ANA Board of 
Governors held June 11th following the June 10th dedication ceremony for completion 
of the addition to the headquarters building in Colorado Springs. 

As one who was instrumental in establishing ANACS, I think it appropriate to submit 
my views about the coin grading operation that was imposed on ANACS by the Board of 
Governors and the many problems that have resulted and now require urgent consider- 
ation for making changes that will satisfy the numerous complaints and critical 
charges against the present operation. 

It was my offer, while I was President of ANA, to support the formation of a coin 
authentication service if such a service would be managed under control and direction 
of ANA. That resulted in the takeover by ANA of ANAT (American Numismatic Authenti- 
cation Trust) originated privately by Abe Kosoff, Virgil Hancock and John Pittman, 
with a $50,000 fund needed to start its operation. 

The ANA Board of Governors then authorized me to head a committee that would form 
an organization within AN A by which service could be undertaken. This was named 
American Numismatic Association Certification Service, commonly known as ANACS. In 
a few years it became a very successful organization. 

When it was started, the sole purpose and objective was to authenticate coins by 
determining if a coin was of genuine origin and not counterfeit or altered. A certi- 
ficate attesting this was to be issued as a warranty for each specimen examined. At 
no time was there any intent or suggestion that ANACS would undertake to grade the 
condition or quality of same. 

However, as the grading of coins developed serious hobby problems that needed attention, 
pressures began to build to have ANA try to regulate the system of grading. At the 
same time there were some numismatic experts in the grading field who proposed a change 
in the old method of adjectival grading: Poor, Fair, Good, Very Good, Fine, Very Fine, 

Extremely Fine, and Uncirculated or Proof. A more definitive numbered system was 
recommended, whereby, for instance, an uncirculated coin would be classified as Mint 
State 60, 61 , 62 , 63, 64, 65 , 66, 67, ad infinitum. This was to account for any minor 
blemishes or minute differences in the Mint State appearance.

After a long period of deliberation the ANA Board of Governors decided to take on the 
task of operating a coin grading service that would employ the new numbered values. 
The job of operation was assigned to ANACS, mainly because of its great success and 
reputation in operating the coin authenticating service. 

I recall that when I was asked for my opinion about this undertaking in a round 
table meeting of the ANA Board of Governors in Cincinnati , Ohio in 1980., I advised 
that ANA was making a big mistake that would lead to a mountain of trouble for ANACS 
and ANA. The response to my advice was negative. This gave me the feeling that I, 
as a collector of coins for more than fifty years, was outdated and did not belong 
with the new breed of come- lately collectors and dealers that had become the dominant 
voice in the numismatic hobby. 

It has not taken long to find that my prediction regarding ANA operation of coin 
grading was valid. The problems I said would be hatched have now come to roost in 
the newly expanded headquarters in Colorado Springs. In all my years of coin 
collecting I had always relied on the old rule of caviat emptor when I bought a coin. 
I did my own coin grading based on my numismatic education and knowledge. I still 
contend this is the only safe way to collect coins. 

When reading in Coin World the numerous comments and arguments by the various people 
who attended the round table discussion of coin grading, July 11th, I was most 
impressed by the remarks made by Harvey Stack, representing one of the oldest and 
foremost coin dealer firms in America. His remarks deserve serious consideration. 

I also want to quote here the last two paragraphs from the Coin World editorial of 
June 30th: 


"It is our earnest hope and concern that the grading problem 
is resolved in August so ANA can go forward in its mandated 
role as an educator even faster than it has in these remarkable 
past 15 years. It is our opinion— and that of some of the best 
minds in the hobby— that ANA should never have involved itself 
in the grading service. 

There must be an amicable way out to the understanding and 
satisfaction of collectors and dealers alike so the ANA 
specialists in the certification service can apply their 
skills as authenticators and teachers. Here the real need 
lies. Who cares how a fake coin grades." 


I agree with this editorial completely and ask that you will do likewise and act 
accordingly.

Gentlemen: 

Having read and heard the many continuing differences of opinion 
as to ANACS operations, I feel that I might express my opinion, having par- 
ticipated both in the establishment of ANACS and in its continuing authenti- 
cation function ever since. I have not played any part in its grading activity. 

The authentication function seems to nearly everyone to be a great 
success. For several years I have urged the addition of the authentication 
function for American paper money, both United States and non-Federal notes 
and scrip. 


The grading function by number has created honest differences of 
opinion. Small grading number variations primarily seem to have a substantial 
effect on values and are often requested from ANACS to check a price of a current 
transaction. This has resulted in argument and controversy in the course of 
which ANACS grading is often criticized. 

I believe grading, having already been established at ANACS, should 
only be modified and not eliminated at this time. A return to word description 
by ANACS will give broader grading categories. It will permit not only the 
older terms of uncirculated, very fine, etc., to be used, but also encourage 
refinements such as "strongly struck", "small obverse edge dent at 3 o’clock", 
"cleaned", 'flossy chocolate brown", "planchet clip", "well centered", etc. 

Paper money virtually requires word description when cancellation, overprinting, 
repairs, tears, smears, folds, etc., are involved. 

Word description for grading coins in my opinion should be tried out 
by ANACS. If after a reasonable test a further change is deemed desirable, that 
can be undertaken at a later date. 

I hope my suggestion is helpful to some extent.
